x HEREAS it is judged neceſſary that a Body of Forces ſhould: be im- One Thou- 
|  mediately raiſed and kept up, for the Security and Protection of his Ma- _— 1 
k jeſty's Subjects of this Colony, B E it therefore Enacted by the Lieutenant- ; 

Governour, Council and Burgeſſes, of this preſent General- Aſſembly, and it 

is hereby Enafed by the Authority of the ſame, that it ſhall and may be lawful to and for 

the Officers, appointed for that Purpoſe by the Governour or Commander in Chief, to 

enliſt ſo many Men as ſhall be willing to enter into the ſaid Service, not exceeding the 
Number of One Thouſand Men, and every Perſon fo enliſting ſhall receive from the 
Officer enliſting him the Sum of Ten Pounds ; and every ſuch Officer ſhall be allowed, 

over and above the Rewards ſo to be paid by him, all his neceſſary Expenſes, in the 
enliſting ſuch Perſons and conveying them to the Place of general Rendezvous, 


Il. AND be it further Enacted, that the ſaid One Thouſand Men ſhall be formed To be formed . 


juto Ten Companies, under the Command of a Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, ine Tencem- 


Seven Captains, Twenty Lieutenants and Ten Erſigns; and there ſhall be allowed to N be 


the Forces a Chaplain, a Paymaſter, One Surgeon, two Surgeons Mates, an Adjutant, Forces ſent to 
and a Quartermaſter ; and ſhall and may, by the Drection of the Governour or Com- *** 4 
mander in Chief, be united to any Forces that ſhall be ſent to our Aſſiſtance by his 
Majeſty, or any of the neighbouring Colonies, and may be marched to annoy or attack 


the Enemy, in ſuch Manner as ſhall be thought proper by the Commanding-Officer of 
his Majeſty's Forces in North-America. Ms 


III. AND whereas his Majeſty hath been graciouſly pleaſed to order that his Troops 
in Nortb- America ſhall be filled up and completed with new Recruits, and hath directęd 
his Governours of his ſeveral Colonies to procure Levies in their reſpective Governments 
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E. 1762. for that Purpoſe, and this preſent General-Aſſembly being deſirous, as much as in * 
les, ta contribute towards railing ſuch Recruits, are willing that it ſhould be Enacted.

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\ IV. AND be it therefore furthtr Enafted, by the Authority aforeſaid, that it ſhall and 
ar Iran. may be lawful to and for the Officers appointed for that Purpoſe to enliſt ſo many Men, 
completing his as ſhall be willing to enter into the ſaid Service, not exceeding T'wo Hundred and Sixty- 
Majeſty's Eight Men, and every Perſon ſo enliſting ſhall receive from the Officer enliſting him 
Regiments. the Sum of Ten Pounds; and every fuch Officer ſhall be allowed, over and above the 

Reward ſo to be paid by him, all his neceſſary Expenſes in the enliſting ſuch Perſons,

V. AND be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, that fo much Money as

paid by John Robinſon, Eſquire, Treaſurer, or the Treaſurer of this Colony for the Time 
being, appointed by or purſuant” to an Act of Aſſembly, out of the publick Money 
that ſhall eome to his Hands, by Virtue of this Act, to ſuch Perſon or Perſons as ſhall be 
directed by Warrant from the Governour or Commander in Chief of this Colony for 
the Time being, ſo that the Sum ſo to be paid do not exceed in the Whole the Sum 

of Thirty Thouſand Pounds, to be accounted for to the General-Afſembly, 
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VI. AND for raiſing the ſaid Sum of Thirty 'Thouſand Pounds, hereby given and 
The Taxes. granted, BE it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, that an additional Tax or 
Duty of One Shilling ſhall be paid for every tithable Perſon in this Colony, to the 
Sheriff of the County where ſuch Perſon ſhall be enliſted, by the Perſon enliſting the 
ſame, on or before the Tenth Day of April, One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Sixty- 
Four, and the like additional Tax or Duty ſhall be in like Manner paid. on or before the 
Tenth Day of April in the Five next following Years; which ſaid additional Duties ſhall 
be paid, collected and accounted for, in ſuch Manner and Form, according to ſuch Rules, 
and under ſuch Penalties and Forfeitures, as are mentioned, preſcribed and appointed, 
in and by the ſeveral Acts of Aſſembly of this Colony for the paying, collecting and ac- 
counting for, Duties or Taxes on Tithables, heretofore laid and impoſed: And that eve 
Article, Rule and Clauſe, contained in ſuch Acts, concerning the paying, collecting and 
accounting for, the ſaid former Duties ſhall be uſed, exerciſed, and put in Practice, for 
paying, collecting and accounting for, the ſaid Duties hereby impoſed, as if the ſame 
Afticles, Rules and Clauſes, were inſerted in this Act. 


Trexfry VII. AND whereas the Taxes impoſed by this Act cannot be collected in Time to 
Notes, anſwer the Purpoſes hereby intended, B E it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, 
that it ſhall and may be lawful for the ſaid Treaſurer, or the Treaſurer for the Time

every Perſon ſo offending ſhall forfeit and pay after the Rate of Twenty per Centum on 
the Value of the Goods and Chattels, Lands or Tenements, ſo offered or expoſed to Sale, 
or of the Money ſo exchanged, or of the Bills of Exchange ſo bought or ſold; to be 
recovered by the Informer, to his own Uſe, before any Juſtice of the Peace where the 
Penalty does not amount to more than Twenty-Five Shillings, and where it ſhall exceed 
that Sum the ſaid Penalty ſhall be One Half to our Lord the King for the publick Uſe,

HE RE As it is judged neceſſary, in this Time of open War, that a 
Number of Forces ſhould be raiſed and kept on Foot for the Safety and 


.. ment of his Peers, and according to the known and eſtabliſhed Laws of this Colony; 
yet, nevertheleſs, it being requiſite, for the retaining ſuch Forces in their Duty, that 
an exact Niſcip!.ue be oblerved, and that the Soldiers who ſhall mutiny or ſtir up Sedi- 

tion, or ſhall deſert his Majeſty's Service, be brought to a more exemplary and ſpeedy 

Puniſhment than the uſual Forms of the Law will allow: BE it therefore Enatted by the 
Lieutenant-Governour, Council and Burgeſſes, of this preſent General- Aſſembly, and it is hereby 
Enadled by the Authority of the ſame, that fr om and after the paſſing of this Act, if any Per- 
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ſon, being muſtered, or in Pay, as an Officer, or who is or ſhall be enliſted or in Pay as a 4. D. 1762, 


Soldier, by Virtue of any Act of Aſſembly, or ſhall during the Continuance of this Act vo- 
Juntarily enter himſelf into his Majeſty's Service as a Soldier, ſhall at any Time during ſuch 
Continuance of this Act, within this Dominion, begin, excite, cauſe, or join in any 
Mutiny or Sedition in the Company or Regiment whereto he doth belong, or in any 
other Company, or deſert his Majeſty's Service; or being a Soldier actually enliſted in 
any Company, ſhall enliſt himſelf in any other Company without a Diſcharge produced in 
Writing from the Colonel, or in his Abſence the chief Officer commanding the Regi- 
ment or Company ia which he laſt ſerved as an enliſted Soldier; or if any Officer or 
Soldier ſo enliſted as aforeſaid ſhall hold Correſpondence with any of his Majeſty's 
Enemies, or give them Advice or Intelligence either by Letters, Meſſages, Signs or 
Tokens, or any Manner or Way whatſoever, or ſhall treat with ſuch Enemies, or enter 
into any Condition with them, without the Licenſe of his Majeſty's Governour or Com- 
mander in Chief of this Dominion, or the Colonel or chief Officer commanding ſuch 
Regiment ; or ſhall ſtrike or uſe any Violence againſt his ſuperiour Officer, being in the 
Execution of his Office, or ſhall refuſe to obey any lawful Command of his ſuperiour 
Officer; all and every Perſon or Perſons fo offending, in any of the Matters before-men- 

tioned, ſhall ſuffer Death, or ſuch other Puniſhment as by a Court-Martial ſhall be 
inflicted, | 


II. AND be it further Enafed, by the Authority aforeſaid, that the Governour or 
Commander in Chief of this Dominion may, from Time to Time, grant a Commiſſion, 
under the Seal of this Colony, to any Officer of ſuch Regiment, not under the Degree 
of a Field-Officer, for holding a general Court-Martial within this Dominion, for the 
Trial of any Officer or Soldier belonging to the ſaid Forces; in which Court-Martial all 
the Offences above-mentioned, and all other Offences herein after ſpecified ſhall be tried 
and proceeded againſt in ſuch Manner as by this Act ſhall be hereafter directed. 


III, AND be it alſo further Enadted, that it ſhall and may be lawful to and for ſuch 
Court-Martial, by their Sentence or Judgment, to inflict corporal Puniſhment, not ex- 
tending to Lite or Limb, on any Soldier for Immoralities, Miſbehaviour, or Neglect of 


Duty. | 


IV. AND t#t ts hereby further Enafed, and declared, that no general Court-Martial 
which ſhall have Power to fit by Virtue of this Act ſhall confiſt of a leſs Number than 
Nine, whereof none to be under the Degree of a Commiſſion-Officer ; and that ſuch 
Court-Martial ſhall have Power and Authority, and are hereby required, to adminiſter 
an Oath to every Witneſs, in Order to the Examination er Trial of any of the Offences 
that ſhall come before them. 


V. PROVIDED aluays, that in all Trials of Offenders by general Courts-Martial 
to be held by Virtue of this Act, every Officer preſent at ſuch Trial, before any Pro- 
ceedings be had thereon, ſhall take the following Oaths, on the Holy Evangeliſts ; which 
ſhall be firſt adminiſtred to the preſiding Officer by the Reſt of the Members preſent at 
ſuch Courts-Martial, and then by the preſiding Officer to them, that is to ſay: 


O U ſhall well and truly try and determine, according to your Evidence, in the Mattes 
now before you, between our Sovereign Lord the King and the Priſoner to be tried.

A. B. do fwear that I will duly adminiſter Juſtice according to the Rules and Articles 

for the better Government of his Majeſty's Forces, and according to an Aft of Aſſembly, 
entitled, An Act for preventing Mutiny and Deſertion, without Partiality, Favour or 
Aﬀettion ; and if any Doubt ſhall ariſe, which is not explained by the ſaid Articles or Act 
of Aſſembly, according to my Conſcience, the beſt of my Under/tanding, and the Cuſtom of 
War, in the like Caſes: And I further ſwear that I will not divulge the Sentence of the 
Court, until it ſhall be approved by the Governour or Commander in Chief for the Time being,

VI. PROVIDED always, that the Party tried by any general Court-Martial in 
this. Colony ſhall be entitled to a Copy of the Sentence and Proceedings of ſuch Court- 
Martial, on Demand thereof made by himſelf, or by other Perſon or Perſons on his 
Behalf, at any Time, not ſooner than Five Days, after ſuch Sentence, whether ſuch 
Sentence be approved or not, any Thing in this Act to the Contrary notwithſtanding,

of Surry, together with the future Increaſe of the ſaid Slaves, to ſuch Uſe and Uſes, and uf ſuch Eſtate: And 
the ſame ſhall paſs in Deſcent, Reverſion aud Remainder, according to the Directions of the Will of the ſaid 
Robert Caufield ; any Thing to the Contrary thereof, in any Wiſe, notwithſtanding, 


v. SAVING to the King's Moſt Excellent Majeſty, his Heirs and Succeſſours, and every other Perſcn and 
Perſons, Bodies politick and corporate, their reſpective Heirs and Succefſours, other than the Perſons claiming 
in Remainder or Reverſion under the Will of the ſaid Robert Caufield, all ſuch Right, Title, Eſtate, Intereſt, 


Claim and Demand, as they, every, or any of them, ſhould or might claim if this Act had never been made, 


VI. PROVIDED always, that the Execution of this Act ſhall be, aud the ſame is hereby, ſuſpended,
